Selectmen of Walpole. 
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Annual Report of Selectmen and Overseers 
of the Poor for the Year ending 
December 31, 1900. 


After the annual election in March, the board organized by 
the choice of Julius Guild as Chairman, and John S. Allen as 
Clerk. 

The Almshouse has been under the charge of Mr. and Mrs. 
L. H. Leighton for the entire year, and matters in that depart- 
ment are in as good condition as is possible, considering the 
condition of the buildings. The house has been visited twice by 
an inspector from the State Board of Charity, and if the town 
does not do something radical in the way of repairing or rebuild- 
ing the inmates’ part of the house at once, there is no question 
but that they will be ordered to do so by the State. This matter 
will be brought before the citizens for action at the annual 
meeting. 

The financial report of the Overseers, already given, shows 
that affairs have been carried on in economical manner by Mr. 
Leighton, as with practically the same total of weeks (234) dur- 
ing the year as in 1898, the average cost per week has fallen 
from $4.38 in that year, to $4.08 in the current year. This 
amount for 1899 with a total of 186 weeks was $4.48. 

In this connection it might be well to explain, that this 
average cust per inmate each week is based on the whole cost of 
running the farm for the year, including the salary of master and 
matron, repairs, medical attendance etc., and is not, as may have 
been thought by some, the cost of the board alone for each 
inmate. Included in this also is the cost of crackers and fuel 
for the 1006 tramps lodged during the year, which amounts to 
about twenty dollars. 
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During the year, also, two of the inmates Jason and Oscar 
Fisher have died, and the attendant funeral and medical ex- 
penses also tend to swell the average cost per week. The balance 
of this account as shown is offset by about the same deficiency 
in the Out door Poor account, and for the Poor out of Almshouse 
we have recommended an appropriation the coming year of 
$2,200, an increase of $200. April Ist, Mr. F. K. Bonney was 
appointed Superintendent of Streets, and his work, we think, 
speaks for itself. ‘The streets are in such condition that it is 
impossible to adequately attend to the needs of the whole town, 
and keep within the appropriation, but during the past year we 
have endeavored to pay some attention to streets which have re- 
ceived little or no repairs for many years. 

At the last special town meeting it was voted to elect a 
single highway surveyor, who shall have full charge of the re- 
pairs of the highways, so that during the coming year this work 
will be out of the hands of the Selectmen. We have recom- 
mended the same appropriation as last year, $4,000. 

According to vote of the town we commenced the work of 
concreting the sidewalks, and we think the result will meet with 
the approval of the citizens. It seems to us that the sum of one 
thousand dollars can be well expended in this work during the 
coming year, and for several years to come, and we have so 
recommended in our list of estimates. 

It has been suggested in several quarters, and we are of the 
opinion that it would be a good plan for the town to appropriate 
for this work the coming year, the sum of five thousand dollars, 
one thousand to be raised by taxation in 1901, and the balance 
borrowed on notes coming due each year for four successive 
years. If this plan was adopted, a better price could probably 
be obtained for putting in the work, and all the benefits would 
appear at once, instead of waiting for some of them for several 
years. 

This year it was thought best to make the beginning entirely 
at the Centre, but in the future it will, under either plan, be best 
to divide the appropriation between the South, East and Centre 
districts. 
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We are now paying for 270 electric lights upon our streets, 
costing us $4,050 for the year, and for this service and the ordi- 
nary street lamps throughout the town the coming year, we have 
asked for an appropriation of $4,300. We would here call atten- 
tion to a slight error, which appears in the statement of this 
account on a preceding page, but which is corrected in the table 
of Receipts and Expenditures. The appropriation for 1900 
should read $4,100, leaving a balance of $41.37, instead of $91.37 
as printed in the statement. 


According to vote of the town, your board instructed Mr. 
T. E. Grover to defend the suit brought against the town by T. 
A. Barrett, and the result of the trial was a verdict of $500 and 
costs against the town instead of $1,600 as sued. 


Owing to an increase of $300, paid by the County over the 
original award, the account as already rendered shows a deficit 
of only $116.49, but there will have, to be paid in addition, Mr. 
Grover’s bill for services, which has not as yet been rendered. 


On the widening of Main street from East to Kendall streets, 
if the awards to Heirs of H. M. Plimpton and Anna B. Plimpton 
as made by the County Commissioners had been accepted the 
account would show a balance as per statement of $4,301.23. As 
the money for this work was raised on notes, this balance is car- 
ried forward to be used in paying them, and if all accounts were 
settled as outlined in said statement, the cost of the widening to 
the town would be $1,698.77. 


Included in this reckoning is $2,000 due from Norfolk 
Southern Street Railway Co. as per clause in their franchise, 
steps toward the collection of which have already been taken. 


The Town Hall account shows a deficit, in spite of a material 
increase in the receipts shown by selections from the Janitor’s 
report to the board given herewith.

The deficit in this account is due partly to the fact that 
when the concreter was at work on the sidewalks we thought it 
advisable to have the driveway in front of hall concreted, and 
partly to the fact that the library has been using its rooms every 
night in the week during the entire year, and for one hour longer 
each day than heretofore, making an appreciable addition to the 
expense for lighting the hall. There is also a considerable in- 
crease in amount of coal purchased over that of last year. 

The expense of the Fire Department has again exceeded the 
appropriation; and as we said last year, we do not see how this 
deficit can be avoided, under the vote which is passed fixing the 
compensation per hour of actual service, as we have nothing to 
do but pay all approved bills, without regard to the appropria- 
tion. We append the usual report of the Engineers, which in- 
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cludes this year a detailed account of the money spent by each 
Fire Company. 

Late in the fall your board petitioned the Superior Court for 
the abolishment of the grade crossings at Oak, Main, Spring, 
West, Elm, Kendall and Plimpton streets ; a hearing was ordered 
by the Court, and the matter is now taking the usual course and 
will be heard from in due time. 

When the State highway was laid out from Stetson’s bridge 
to Kendall street, a vote was passed authorizing the Selectmen 
to assume all damage caused by the laying out of the same. 
During the year two claims came before the board, from Mr. E. 
P. Stetson and Mr. Joseph E. Ryan. Mr. Stetson’s claim was 
for land taken, and by agreement with him, the award ($75) was 
determined by three disinterested parties. Mr. Ryan’s claim was 
for damage caused by change of grade, necessitating the raising 
of his shop and filling in of the land. After obtaining prices for 
this work, we were convinced that Mr. Ryan’s offer to do the 
same for $175 was reasonable, and we thought it best to settle 
with him for this amount, rather than attempt to do the work 
ourselves, or have the case carried to court. There being no 
appropriation, we charged these items to the miscellaneous 
account. 

We have this year credited the miscellaneous account with 
the overlayings and additional taxes, as reported by the Assessors. 
As this amount is raised by taxation it should be placed some- 
where, and as so large a portion of the miscellaneous expense is 
caused by the discount and abatements of taxes, it seemed proper 
to include it in this amount. 

We have made a slight change in the manner of presenting 
our financial report, which we think will aid the citizens in obtain- 
ing a better insight into the matter of expenditures, and we have 
also commenced the new century with the plan of printing the 
reports of the various town meetings held during the year as 
taken from the town records, which we believe will be of interest, 
and also of permanent value, as if this plan be continued each 
year, as is done in many other places, it will provide a convenient 
means of reference to the town records. 
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Owing to the early date of the publication of this report, it 
seems to be inexpedient to publish the warrant for the annual 
town meeting in this volume, as was voted, for only. the regular 
articles could be printed at this time, the special articles not 
being made up until a much later date. When the warrant is 
issued, however, extra copies will be printed for distribution on 
the date of the annual meeting as was done last year.

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Report of Tree Warden. 


To the Citizens of Walpole: 


This year 1900 being the first year of the application of the 
tree warden law of 1899, it is to be hoped that a proper begin- 
ning has been made, and a due share accomplished, of the very 
desirable and long neglected work pertaining to the care of our 
existing trees and the establishment of new ones. 

Of the 58 miles of streets in the town, about 15 miles may 
be called village residential streets. These streets vary in their 
attractiveness in proportion to the condition of the shade trees. 
The fine large elms on Common street make it the most attractive, 
and perhaps the best residential street in town, while Lewis 
avenue shows what we might have, more generally, if systematic 
and proper planting had been done in the past. Other residen- 
tial streets are greatly deficient in trees of vigorous, healthy 
growth, uniformity in size and regularity of arrangement ; while 
along the 40 or more miles of roads outside the villages there 
are still left a few stretches through woodlands and many long 
miles of road almost as bare and open tothe burning midsummer 
sun as in the Arabian desert. 

It is universally admitted that the most attractive country 
town, to both the resident and the prospective new comer, is 
one whose residential streets are adorned and beautified with 
shade trees and shrubbery and whose neighboring drives are 
likewise made pleasant or picturesque. There is evidently 
plenty of opportunity for improvement along our roads, and 
money expended in this direction, whether by the town or by the 
village improvement societies, should be a good investment. 

During the past year new trees were set out as follows: 18 
on Bird street, both sides; 1 on Washington street, near: Bird 
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street, 6 on Union street, south side ; 48 dn School street, between 
East and Common, mostly on the south side, and 2 on the south 
side of Clark avenue. These were nursery grown rock maples 
averaging about 10 feet in height. Holes five or six feet in 
diameter and about three feet deep were dug, the poor material 
taken away, and a good supply of loam furnished to give the 
young tree a good start. Care was taken to compact this loam 
about the roots by ramming and puddling, and in the case of the 
School street trees, substantial guards were built and the trees 
stayed by strips of felt. The trees planted on Bird street were 
set three or four feet inside the lots, the consent of the abuttors 
having first been obtained. The advantages of the plan are :— 
the greater security from damage by snow-plows and_ peddlers’ 
horses, and the apparent increase in width of street. 

The other side of School street should be planted at once, 
in order that both sides may grow alike and the street be bal- 
anced. There is a good opportunity to make Massachusetts 
avenue a beautiful street by tree planting and the sooner this is 
done the better. Clark avenue needs a few more trees. East 
street, both easterly and westerly from Allen’s corner is especially 
in need of more shade. About June 20th, the work of trimming 
trees was begun and continued for about a month, It was evi- 
dent at the start that only a small portion of the tree trimming 
that needed to be done throughout the town could be accom- 
plished with the current appropriation and it was believed ad- 
visable to do the work in a fairly thorough manner and not to 
attempt or expect to do all that was needed or to cover the whole 
ground. The natural place to begin was at the centre of the 
town. ‘The trees here were large elms, which although they had 
been given considerable attention some five or ten years ago, 
were again much encumbered with dead branches and each tree 
consumed a good deal of time. George Allen and James Mc- 
Davitt were engaged for the aerial work and proved to be 
industrious and efficient. 

The territory covered was as follows: — Common street from 
Main street to Ellis street ; Main street from S. Gray & Co.’s to 
New England. R. R.; Stone street from Main street to School 
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street; West street from Main street to Neponset river; East 
street from Main street to Diamond street, and a little on Diamond 
street ; in all about two miles of street. 

It is suggested that future work be taken up where this 
year’s work was left off. Main street toward the north end is 
especially in need of this work, while the east and south villages 
both demand a good deal of attention. 

The most serious difficulty to contend with and the most 
threatening to the very existence of many of our street trees is 
the location of the various electric wires through their midst. 
Not only have the trees been wofully mutilated by the linemen 
when first placing the wires but it requires constant attention on 
the part of the electric companies to prevent insulations wear- 
ing off and the trees being electrocuted. 

One sincere but unsuccessful attempt was made during the 
summer to bring one of these offenders to account, and a com- 
plaint was brought in the District Court against the Norfolk 
Southern Street Railway Co. Over thirty specific cases of 
serious injury were noted and testified to by the most competent 
witnesses, but in this case justice seemed to miscarry and the 
case was dismissed. 

More and more of the electric wires are being added to our 
streets every year, improper insulation still exists and it is 
probable that a considerable injury cannot be avoided even with 
the best methods of insulation until public opinion through 
legislative action requires the wires to be placed underground. 
This disposal was advocated by the writer at the recent Tree 
Warden Convention in Horticultural Hall, Boston.

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Twenty-Fifth Annual Report of the 
Trustees of the Walpole 
Public Library, 


The trustees, in presenting to the town their twenty-fifth 
annual report, the last one of the 19th century, believe it would 
be well to call to the attention of its citizens those who were 
instrumental in organizing our Public Library, and who always 
had its best interests at heart. Wedo not speak of those who 
are now with us, but of the ones who have left us for a little 
while. 

Those who have known Mr. James A. Dupee, Miss Mary R. 
Bird, Dr. S. E. Stone, Mrs. Cordelia S. Gray, and Mr. George A. 
Kendall, will long remember and appreciate their earnest, faithful 
work in planning for the Walpole Public Library, so as to place 
it in the front rank of such institutions. Hon. Francis W. Bird 
made a generous provision toward the future needs of the library. 
“Their works do follow them.” 

The town at its last annual meeting made a forward move- 
ment by an increased appropriation, which we believe has been 
expended in the most economical manner. 

The book committee, in carefully looking over the books in 
the library and comparing with the most approved libraries in _ 
the state, found it to be deficient in books of reference and other 
standard works. This defect the trustees have been able to 
remedy to some extent by your more generous appropriation of 
the past year. 

The first step has been taken towards adding to the library 
an art collection, consisting of 181 photographs. The plan fol- 
lowed is that of the Library Art Club, taking the subject up by 
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cities ; their galleries, museums, public buildings and cathedrals ; 
beginning with Florence, the richest of all in this direction. 
The value of this collection to the young, and those who are de- 
barred from seeing the originals, can hardly be over-estimated. 
These photographs are placed in the reading room, in a cabinet 
made expressly for them, so that patrons of the library can have 
easy access to them.

The trustees desire to express their thanks to the publishers 
of the Dedham Transcript, Walpole Star, and Central Norfolk 
Democrat, who have kindly given their papers. 

There has been an increase in the circulation of 2,603 vol- 
umes, or 16 per cent. over the past year, which shows that the 
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library is being more and more appreciated. A large part of 
this increase is undoubtedly due to the fact that the library is 
now open every day in the week, except Sunday, for the distri- 
bution of books, and continues to be kept open Sundays for those 
who desire to use the reading room. 

We find there has been an increased use of the reading room 
during the past year. In regard to this, the trustees wish to call 
the attention of the patrons of the library to the fact that, on 
account of our crowded quarters, it is very necessary that quiet 
should be preserved, and we sincerely hope the librarian will 
have the hearty co-operation of the public in making the reading 
room an ideal one, where study and reference work can be done 
without the annoyance of conversation or other disturbances. 
The room is for the use of readers only, and not for sociability 
and greetings. 

The trustees are fortunate in being able to retain the services 
of our efficient librarian, Miss Nettie S. Gough. 

We firmly believe that the appropriation should keep pace 
with the growth of the town; there should be no falling off from 
its present standard. ‘Therefore, we feel justified in asking for 
an appropriation of $1,600, as we have had to take on additional 
insurance and shall be obliged to put in additional bookcases 
‘during the present year. 

This appropriation, iftgranted by you, will be expended in a 

_way that will be of great advantage to the library and reflect 
credit on the town. 

Now, while the citizens of our town have been very generous 
toward the library, there are always opportunities to make good 
use of more money, and it is earnestly hoped this will be borne 
in mind by all the friends of the library, and that substantial 
gifts and bequests of money will be more frequent.

TOWN MEETING WARRANT. 
COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


NORFOLK, SS. 
To either of the Constables of the Town of Walpole, in said 
County, Greeting : 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you 
are directed to notify the inhabitants of the said Town of Wal- 
pole, qualified to vote in elections and in town affairs, to meet at 
the Town Hall in said Walpole on Monday, the fifth day of 
March, next, at seven and one-half o’clock in the forenoon, then 
and there to act on the following articles : 

Article One. To choose a Moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 

Article Two. Tochoose all necessary Town officers. The fol- 
lowing are to be chosen by ballot, viz: Three Selectmen, who 
shall also be Overseers of the Poor, three Assessors, one Town 
Clerk, one Town Treasurer, one Collector of Taxes, one Tree 
Warden, three Constables, three Auditors, three Fence Viewers, 
all for one year, one Water Commissioner for three years, one 
member of the Board of Health for three years, two members of 
School Committee for three years, two Trustees of Public Li- 
brary for three years. And also on the same ballot, to vote upon 
the question, “Shall licenses be granted for the sale of intoxi- 
cating liquors in the town?” All town officers except as above 
named, are to be chosen in the usual manner and for one year. 

Article Three To hear the annual report of the Selectmen, 
_and other town officers, and act thereon. 
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( 

Article Four. To determine the manner of collecting taxes 
for the ensuing vear. 

Article Five. To see if the town will approve the list of 
jurors as prepared by the Selectmen, and posted as required by 
law. 

Article Six. To see what compensation the town will allow 
the engineers and members of the Fire Department for their ser- 
vices for the ensuing year. 

Article Seven. ‘To see if the town will instruct the Select- 
men to appoint Special Police Officers to enforce all laws bearing 
upon the sale of intoxicating liquors, and appropriate money 
therefor. 

Article Eight. To see if the town will vote to give, free of 
charge, the use of its halls in the Town Hall to G. A. R. Post 
' No. 157, and Women’s Relief Corps No. 54, Department of Mas- 
sachusetts, for entertainments the ensuing year. 


Article Nine. ‘To see if the town will vote to appropriate 
one hundred dollars for E. B. Piper Post, No. 157, to be used for 
Memorial Day exercises. 

Article Ten. To see if the town will vote to complete the 
work of widening Coney Street, as laid out by the Selectmen, and 
appropriate money therefor. 

Article Eleven. ‘To see if the town will vote to appropriate 
money for the widening and straightening of Main Street, from 
East Street to Kendall Street, as laid out by the decree of the 
‘County Commissioners. 

Article Twelve. ‘To see if the town will vote to extend the 
system of electric lighting in South Walpole, from Summer Street 
the entire length of Neponset Street, on petition of H. E. Bacon 
and others, and appropriate money therefor. 

Article Thirteen. ‘To see what action the town will take in 
relation to the suit of Timothy A. Barrett vs. the Inhabitants of 
Walpole, now pending in the Superior Court of Norfolk County. 

Article Fourteen. ‘To see if the town will vote to purchase 
a special hydrant gate and shut-off pipes for the Fire Department, 
and appropriate money therefor. 
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Article Fifteen. To see if the town will vote to change the 
name of the street now known as Cross Street, and running from 
Main Street to School Street, to Maple Street.

The 
meeting was called to order at eight o’clock p.m. by William 
Moore, the Moderator, and the business proceeded as follows: 


Minutes of last meeting were read and approved. The com- 
mittee appointed at the meeting of November twenty-seventh 
made the following report: 


To the Voters of Walpole in a legal town meeting assembled : 


At a meeting of the inhabitants of the Town of Walpole, 
qualified to vote in town affairs, it was voted, “ that a committee 
of five (5) business men of the Town be appointed to make an 
impartial investigation of the matter of flowing the land at Pump- 
ing Station ; that they be authorized to hire such engineer as they 
see fit, and report to the Town at the next Town Meeting or any 
adjournment of this meeting.” 


a 
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This committee was duly appointed, and respectfully report 
that they have performed the duty assigned them and find as 


follows :— 
First. That the Town, acting through its proper officers, 


bought the land now occupied by wells and Pumping Station 
and paid for the same; that the title to said land was thoroughly 
examined and everything found correct, and after this was done, 
the land was taken and condemned by legal process under the 
right of eminent domain, with the intent of extinguishing all 
rights and claims of any and every nature whatsoever. 

Second. That the Massachusetts Chemical Co., a corpora- 
tion organized under laws of the State of Maine, but doing busi- 
ness in Massachusetts, have been using the property known as 
The Union Mill. Wishing to extend their business, they have 
bought of the Blackburn Estate, all their rights and titles to a 
disused water power on the Neponset River. and after looking 
into the matter very thoroughly and acting under the advice of 
their lawyers and engineers, they have built a dam on the site of 
the old dam, known as the Blackburn Saw Mill Dam, and have 
proceeded to fill the reservoir formed by said dam; that when the 
water was, say one foot below the limit of high water mark, it 
flowed upon and passed over the Wells at the Pumping Station. 
Whereupon the Water Commissioners very properly procured an 
injunction and referred the question to the Town, and there the 
matter now stands. 

Third. Your committee find that the Chemical Co. are evi- 
dently acting in good faith ; that they claim to have bought certain 
rights, and that the rights are positive and absolute, and have 
never been abandoned; and that their right to raise the water in 
their reservoir to a point between one and two feet above the 
surface of the ground at the Town Wells, cannot be legally 


questioned. 
Fourth. Your committee find that a winter flowage right ex- 


isted and was in use, one hundred years ago, but can find no evi- 
dence of its being used within the last eighty years. The right 
is mentioned and is conveyed by different deeds during the 18th 
century, and sprang originally from a contract between the owner 
of the Blackburn privilege and the owners of the meadows: but 
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we cannot find any evidence as to terms of the contract. ‘There 
is evidence that Mr. Henry Blackburn meant and intended to 
keep this alleged right alive, but whether he did so keep it alive 
through eighty years of non-use, and in spite of the condemnatory 
process of the Town, can only be decided by an appeal to the 
Courts. Lawyers disagree; there are no witnesses as to the facts, 
and the evidence of the records is exceedingly obscure. Both 
sides are equally positive, and are backed by opinions of their 
respective lawyers, and have about an equal amount at stake, 
measured in dollars and cents. 


Your committee next turned its attention to protecting the 
water system of the Town without litigation, and the first plan 
suggested was to let the water go over the Wells, relying upon 
the integrity of our pipes for safety. The possibilities of this 
plan are too many and too dangerous to allow it any considera- 
tion whatever. 

Second plan is to ask the Chemical Co. to lower their dam 
two feet, but this involves such a sacrifice on their part, that no 
one could expect them to do it. 

Third, fill in with gravel and raise the level of ground around 
our Wells to a height that will prevent overflow. This is possible, 
but presents many practical objections to one acquainted with the 
working of the system. 

Fourth, enclose the Wells and such other portions of the 
Town land as may be agreed upon, with a dyke or embankment 
of sand and gravel say, seven feet wide at the top, and running 
two feet above the high water level of the reservoir. This plan 
involves changing the course of the Lowe Brook, and it may be 
necessary to buy additional land ; but it is, in the opinion of your 
committee, the most feasible and effective plan that has suggested 
itself. 

Both sides have too much at stake to be willing to give up 


without a contest, and in case of a legal contest, it is morally cer- . 


tain that the beaten party would build this dyke as the only way 
out of the trouble. Now, is it not better to build the dyke and 
divide the expense, than to go to the cost and delay of a lawsuit 
and then build it? 
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For details of the dyke we give an extract froin report of our 
Engineer, Mr. Frank L. Fuller, as follows :— 

Boston, Dec. 7th, 1900. 
Committee on Protection of Water Supply, Walpole. 
Gentlemen :— | 

With three members of your Committee, I have examined 
the land at your Pumping Station, and recommend for the protec- 
tion of your water supply, (which is from driven Wells) against 
flooding by the proposed raising of the Neponset River by a new 
dam, the diversion of Lowe’s Brook to the South, so that it will 
flow around and not through the land on which the driven Wells 
are sunk. Also the building of an earthen dyke or embankment 
between the brook and the area containing the Wells. 

This diversion will begin near the lower end of the culvert 
through which the brook crosses the road just south of the 
Pumping Station, Washington Street, and end somewhere in its 
present channel on the opposite side of the Pumping Station lot. 

As far as possible the material excavated to form the new 
brook channel is to be thrown or scraped up to form the embank- 


ment... 
The dyke will begin at Washington Street, at land above the 


level, to which the new dam on the Neponset River will raise the 
water, and end at correspondingly high land near the rear of the 
barn at the Pumping Station. 

The dyke proposed is seven (7) feet wide on top, with side 
slopes of two horizontal to one vertical. The top of the em- 
bankment to be two feet above the new flow level. 

I have assumed thatthe average height of the dyke or em- 
bankment will be. except through the low and soft ground on the 
west of the lot, four (4) feet. 

Through the above ground the height will be greater, and I 
have used, in computing the amount of filling required for this 
portion of the dyke, soundings which have been made for the 
purpose. No accurate surveys having been made, the estimate 
of cost is of course approximate. 

The price per yard is based on the measurement of material! 
in the excavation. 
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The material forming the embankment should be rolled or — 
compacted in some way, and as far as possible the top and sides 
grassed, to prevent washing. 

Your committee find that it is for the best interest of all 
parties that this work should be done with the least possible delay, 
and that a responsible contractor is ready to take the .contract 
and dw the work at once, and within the appropriation that we 
recommend. |

SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT

Report of the Water Commissioners 
for the Year Ending 
Dec. 31, 1900. 


In presenting this the sixth annual report of this board we 
wish to first congratulate the town on the excellent financial 
showing of the Water Department. The total amount charged 
for water sold for the past year, including the $1,500 appropriated 
by the town for hydrant service amounted to $7,223.99, The 
total expense, including interest on notes and bonds amounted 
to $6,059.40, showing an actual profit of $1,164.59 received from 
water sold. 

For services and construction work we have charged $875.26 
and paid out by orders on the Treasurer $1,774.79, showing a 
deficiency of $899.53. This is accounted for by the fact that we 
have made several extensions in the mains as hereafter noted 
and also the increase of stock on hand over the last report. 

Heretofore all extensions in the mains have been paid for 
by a special appropriation by the town for that purpose, but in 
the extensions this year it was thought wise by the commissioners 
to use the surplus funds in paying for them. 

It is, we think, safe to estimate that the profits from the 
system will not be less than $1,000 per year in the future, 
if the town appropriates each year the same amount for hydrant 
service that it has in the past. In fact the profits should increase 
each year as the number of water takers increase. We have now 
452 paying service, an increase of 41 over last year, or about 10 
per cent. increase. The sale of water for 1899 was $5,786.41, 
and for 1900 was $7,223.99, an increase of about 29 per cent. 

During the next year the first series of the bonds, amounting 
to $4,000, issued at the time the works were built will fall due, 
and we would recommend that the town raise and appropriate 
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$3,000 at the next annual meeting, to be used toward the payment 
of these bonds. The balance of $1,000 can be taken from the 
funds of the Water Department. 


In regard to the payment of the $100,000 worth of bonds 
falling due in the next 25 years we believe that if the town will, 
in the next 12 years, make appropriations from time to time to a 
total of $25,000 that the department can easily take care of the 
balance and will, in the succeeding 13 years, not only pay the 
bonds as they fall due, but return to the town all it has ever ad- 
vanced for its water system, with interest. 


It was necessary at the beginning of the year to purchase a 
new set of books to be used by the department, and as the old 
ones were not adapted to a system like ours, and upon looking 
at the books of. other towns we could not find anything that 
suited our needs we made up a set after our own ideas, which 
after one year’s trial we are satisfied cannot be excelled. We 
would invite an inspection by any of our citizens who are inter- 
ested and we would be pleased to show to boards of other towns 
who have met with the same difficulty in getting a set of books 
adapted to a small water system. At the time of opening our 
new books we revised and numbered the services, having after 
this work was completed 411 services. 2 have been discontinued 
and 43 added during the year. 


During the year the following work in the way of extensions 
of street main has been done; 96 feet of 6 inch pipe was laid in 
Clark avenue and 204 feet in Riverside place ; 472 feet of 1} pipe 
was laid in Washington street at South Walpole and 880 feet 1} 
in Common street to the house of George Pierce. 2 fire hydrants 
were added (one being paid for by the Union Sand Paper Co.) 
and three were moved (using 72 feet 6 inch pipe) owing to the 
widening of streets ; 3 6 inch gates were used on hydrant branches. 


No leaks have occurred on the main pipe line, and but three 
on service pipes, and these of minor importance. All gate valves 
and hydrants have been oiled and tested and are in good condi- 
tion. At the pumping station some repairs have been made 
owing to wearing of parts of machinery. The boiler fire boxes 
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have been relined, and at this date the pumping plant is in first 
class condition. i 

Several breaks have occurred on the Well connection of 
suction pipe, but these breaks wereveasily and quickly repaired, 
owing to freedom of surface water about the wells, in fact z¢ 
would probably have been impossible to have detected the break tf the 
ground about the wells had been flooded until the consumer or the 
board of health had found fault with the quality of the water. 


Up to the middle of October the works were in perfect con- 
dition and every part of the system was running smoothly. About 
this time the Massachusetts Chemical Co. without any warning 
raised the water in their reservoir until ic had backed up nearly 
to the level of the engine room floor. Another 12 inch rise 
would have prevented the running of the machinery. Realizing 
the danger of the situation your commissioners immediately ap- 
plied to the town counsel for advice. He recommended applica- 
tion to the court for an injunction, restraining the Mass. Chemical 
Co. from interfering in any way with the water supply of the 
town. The injunction was applied for and granted and is now 
in force. Later on we received the following letter from the 
town counsel : 


95 Milk St., Boston Nov. 26, 1900. 
To the Water Commissioners of Walpole : 


Gentlemen, — Your question is this; what rights have the 
Massachusetts Chemical Co. to flow the land taken by the Water 
Commissioners of Walpole and upon which is located the driven 
wells and pumping station for the town’s water supply. It would 
be impossible to answer your inquiry fully without becoming pos- 
sessed of all the facts. These are not in my possession. Indeed 
such an examination of the records as I have been able to make 
affords little information. I find in a deed dated June 11, 1811, 
conveying land now in part owned by the Chemical Company 
this reference: “Said John Blackman to have the same privilege 
of raising the saw mill dam and flowing the meadows above in 
every respect to as great extent as was eranted to us the said 
Boyden & Nason (grantors) by deed from Timothy Smith and no 
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more.” The deed from Smith to Boyden & Nason dated Jan. 
25, 1802, contains a clause in the same language, and so I _ think 
do other deeds, but there is nothing in any of them to show what 
that right was. I also find a record in the Court of Common 
Pleas that Joshua Clap brought an action to recover damages to 
land which I believe was situated on what is now called the brush 
meadow. This was at the January term, 1786, but the suit was 
settled by agreement, and I have not been able to find the agree- 
ment. ‘The town can show, I assume, that its land has not been 
flowed for upwards of seventy-five years, and will claim that if a 
right to flow it ever existed such right has been lost by abandon- 
ment. ‘The law relating to abandonment is well stated by Chief 
Justice Shaw in French vs. Braintree Mfg. Co. 23 Tick. 216. He 
says “‘that where a dam and mill have been erected and put in 
operation, so that the statute privilege has attached to it, an 
entire and continued disuse of the dam for mill purposes, for the 
term of twenty years, is strong prima facie evidence of ceasing to 
use the privilege for an unreasonable time, by which the privilege 
is lost to the owner, and unless rebutted by clear, strong, and 
satisfactory proof of explanatory circumstances must be taken to 
be conclusive.” ‘‘So, if the mill is wholly removed, and the 
head of water kept up by the dam, before used as a mill dam for 
wholly distinct purposes, as for irrigation of land, the privilege 
attached to the mill site by statute, Seve cease after aaa 
years of such non uses for mill purposes.” 

I will look further and if I find any further records will at

In accordance with the request of the Board I submit the 
following report upon the matter of the construction of a storage 
reservoir upon the stream below the well system which furnishes 
the water supply of the town. 


id 
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I visited the location of this proposed reservoir, and also the 
pumping station and the driven well system. I find that the 
high water line of the proposed reservoir is at suct: an elevation 
that all of the territory in which the wells are situated will be 
flooded from one to three feet deep when the reservoir is full. 
The water will also be higher than the floor of the engine room 
of the pumping station. The result of this proposed flooding of 
this territory will, if carried out, I fear, be very injurious to the 
quality of the water which is being supplied to the town. I be- 
lieve that everything possible should be done to prevent the 

flooding of this land. 

In regard to the proposition to fill the land with gravel above 
the high water in the proposed reservoir, it is my, opinion that 
the effect npon the water of such filling and flooding of land - 
would be uncertain. There is a large quantity of mud upon this 
area, and if this were covered by the gravel, the effect of the 
water standing in the latter and soaking through the mud might 
be nearl, as injurious to the water supply as if the area were not 
filled. If the mud is to be removed before the land is filled, the 
expense of such removal and refilling would be very great, prob- 
ably not less than $15,000. If the filling were to be done upon 
the top of the mud, it would cause a great deal of shrinkage and 
settlement of the latter, which would not only requlre a great deal 
more than the apparent amount of filling, but would be almost 
certain to disturb the main suction pipe and well connections. 

In addition to this work it would be necessary to raise the 
machinery in the engine room at least one foot above its present 
location, which would not only entail a great deal of expense, but 
should certainly be avoided, as it will diminish the well supply by 
reducing the depth to which the water can be drawn from the 
ground, and thus lessen the available storage capacity. 

I positively advise the Board against either the flooding or 
the filling of this area. 

In regard to the proposition to build dykes or dams around 
it and along the sides of the brook to prevent the water from the 
proposed reservoir flooding the area in which the wells are situ- 
ated, it must be said that this plan is impracticable, unless a 
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pumping plant were installed, and the water which flows to this 
area from the surface and from the higher ground around it 
pumped out. It would be necessary to run this pumping plant 
every dayto prevent the water which is coming in at all times 
from overflowing the land, unless a very large storage basin or 
collecting well were built to hold the flow for some time. 

I estimate that the expense of construction for this plant 
would be not much short of $12,000.00, if done in a manner 
which will prevent the water from the reservoir passing through 
the proposed dyke and filling the land. This cost includes a 
suitable pumping plant, which would be run by steam from the 
boiler plant in the pumping station. Besides this first cost there 
would be a continual expense for coal of about $50 per annum. 
The attendance upon the plant would certainly entail some ex- 
pense, although the man who runs the water works’ pumps can 
attend to this. It is safe to say that all expenses of maintenance, 
including the coal, would hardly be less than $100 per annum, 
which sum capitalized at five per cent. would represent an amount 
of $2000, which must be added to the cost of construction. 

It is, in my opinion, absolutely essential to the safety of the 
water supply that such flooding of this territory as would occur, 
if the reservoir was filled to its proposed high water line, should 
be prevented, and this should be done by the lowering of the 
high water line of the reservoir rather than by any of the other 


plans proposed.

We also obtained the following advice from our engineer, 
- Freeman C. Coffin. 

The Chief Engineer of the State Board of Health said, on a 
recent visit to the plant, ‘‘You may not feel the effect of the sur- 
face water standing over the wells for six months, but eventually 
you will find that the quality of the water is seriously injured, 
with a possible contamination so great as to necessitate abandon- 
ment of the supply in a few years.” 

We all know that the supply can not be improved, but can 
easily be damaged, if not rendered wholly unfit for domestic use. 
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Our water supply is acknowledged by experts to be second 
to none in quality, and judging by the cost of supplies of some of 
our large cities, is worth at least $300,000, and we have no doubt 
one of our neighboring towns would be glad to secure it at that 
figure. _ 

The position of your Commissioners is, in brief,—Zhat the 
Town should insist on its rights in the premises, and preserve tts 
water supply, pure and uncontaminated, for this and future genera- 
tions.”

Report of the School Committee. 


To THE CITIZENS OF WALPOLE: 


The School Committee very respectfully submit herewith 
their report for the year ending December 31, 1900. 


The School Board organized as usual after the spring town 
meeting. Our first business was to accept the resignation of two 
members of our committee. Mr. Robert S. Gray, who has served 
the town for nearly eighteen years, and was chairman of the 
School Board for many years, felt he ought to retire, much to the 
regret of all the committee. Mr. Charles S. Bird, owing to the 
pressure of business and other reasons, also felt it his duty to 
resign. Mr. H. H. Sanderson from the Centre and Mr. Edmund 
Grover from the East District were elected to fill the vacancy 
until the end of the year. 


At a joint meeting of the committee of the the Town of 
Medfield and Walpole, held in the spring in accordance with the 
law, the joint committees voted to retain the services of our 
superintendent, A. A. Badger, for another year at a salary of 
$1500. 

Of this amount Walpole pays three-fifths and has three-fifths 
of the service, (Monday, Wednesday, Friday), and Medfield pays 
two-fifths of the salary and has two-fifths of the service, (Tuesday 
and Thursday). As the state pays $1290, Walpole pays only $190, 
and Medfield $100. We would recommend that Walpole increase 
her share for the coming year in order that we may be sure of 
retaining the services of Mr. Badger, who has done so much good 
work for our schools. 
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SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 


As our town is growing fast and school children increasing, 
the need of more room for the scholars will be apparent to every- 
one. Werefer you to the report of our superintendent, in regard 
to how we can best meet the needs. 


REPAIRS. 


Much money has been spent during the last year for neces- 
sary repairs, such as fixing roofs, gutters and boilers. We found 
that the boilers needed some very important repairs, in fact the 
State Inspector would have condemned them had we not had 
them thoroughly overhauled. 

We think the town ought to take some steps in regard to the 
West school-house. Inasmuch as it is not now needed, and 
will soon require some repairs if not used, it would seem best to 
dispose of it in some way.

Report of Superintendent of Schools. 


To THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF THE TOWN OF WALPOLE: 


I have the honor to submit the annual report of the Super- 
intendent of Schools for the year ending December 31, 1900. 
This is my second annual report and the sixteenth in the series. 


The year just closing has been a very pleasant and profitable 
one for pupils, teachers and superintendent, and I feel sure that 
we are better boys and girls, better men and women, better citi- 
zens than one year ago. Our ideals are higher, and a splendid, 
noble spirit pervades the atmosphere of the school rooms which 
will manifest itself in the future citizen. 


Many times during the year I have heard complimentary 
remarks concerning our excellent corps of teachers, so that I 
feel quite certain that the town can congratulate itself on having 
a body of teachers better than the average. The personality of 
the teacher has a greater influence in the school than any other 
force, therefore any investment which a town may make in the 
employment of strong, healthy, energetic, noble teachers will 
redound to its benefit a hundred fold, not only in dollars and 
cents, but in noble moral citizenship. 


The work has been of the same general nature this year as 
last, no radical changes or departures have been made, but a 
general improvement has been attained all along the line as a 
result of our observations last year. No number work has been 
attempted in the first grades nor will there be any during the year, 
for it is a well-established fact that if no abstract number work is 
done during the first two years of school life, at the end of the 
third year the child is farther ahead in the knowledge of number 
besides having a much larger vocabulary of his native tongue. 
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An outline for a course of study for the grades below the 
high school has been worked out, and during the summer vaca- 
tion this was typewritten and hektograph copies made so that 
each teacher might have an outline of the whole “ course.” This 
outline will be worked over during the year, revised and printed. 
As the majority of pupils leave school before entering the high 
school it seems best that the course of study for our elementary 
schools should be made with that fact in view. An educator of 
wide repute has said that elementary education should be 
directed exclusively or chiefly to the needs of children who will 
leave school forever at the age of thirteen or fourteen years. 
The problem, therefore, is to prepare these children who are to 
be the workingmen and workingwomen, to know the best in the 
world and get their share of it; and to give their best through 
their work in exchange. Now what is to be the nature of their 
work? Itis to be chiefly the production of material things. 
Hence, since so much of their lives will deal with material 
objects, the properties of such objects, form and color, and the 
manipulation of such objects, by hand and eye, are the first ele- 
ments of training which these children who are to be workers 
should receive. In the simple agricultural life of our fathers, 
every boy and girl got this training on the farm where there are 
plenty of chores to be done, but now nearly all of that training 
must be obtained through the kindergarten and manual training 
school. The main substance of the curriculum during the ele- 
mentary school years should be required rather than elective ; 
for while children differ the world is one; and the great avenues 
of approach to the world are the same to all. The subjects are 
six ; English, mathematics, geography, history, natural history, 
and art. Of these English is most fundamental ; mathematics is 
most disciplinary ; geography most instructive; history most en- 
lightening ; science most sharpening; art most refining. Taken 
all together, taught at their best, they will prepare even the boy 
or girl who must leave school at fourteen to get that service and 
joy of life which is the end of education. 
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ATTENDANCE. 


The attention of the parents is called to the regulation that 
children entering school for the first time can do so only during 
the month of September of each year, and again let me urge the 
parents not to enter their children too young. The child ought 
not to enter school till he is six or seven years old ; to enter 
earlier is at the expense of the mental and physical well-being of 
the child. I hope to see a sub-primary or kindergarten estab- 
lished in the near future in which we may keep the children till 
they are old enough for the primary school. The manual train- 
ing school, the great need of which is so evident, is assured as 
soon as we can find a room suitable for the purpose. One of our 
public-spirited citizens has offered to fit up a school and employ 
an instructor for one year, after which, it seems to me, the town 
could not afford to dispense with it. 

The number of tardy marks has increased over that of last 
year, and though many of them are excusable, yet they are far 
too many. It is a bad habit for a child to form and one that will 
follow him through life, besides interfering with the present good 
work of the school. I trust that we may have the hearty co- 
operation of the parents in reducing this evil to a minimum the 
coming year. 


SEWING SCHOOL. 


I wish to commend the work of the sewing school under the 
supervision of Mrs. C. S. Bird at the East. ‘This work is just as 
valuable for the girls as the manual training for the boys and is 
in fact a part of the manual training school work. [ trust that 
this work wlll be taken up and made a part of the public school 
work and put in reach of all. This sewing class, at the East, has 
been in session for nearly five years and the results have been 
far reaching, assisting the work of the day school more than one 
would expect. 


SCHOOL SAVINGS BANK, 


With the beginning of the winter term Jan. 2, 1901, arrange” 
ments have been made to open a Penny Savings Institution to 
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enable the children to save the pennies that they would other- 
wise spend for candy, and at the same time cultivate the habit 
of saving—thrift—which it seems to me is a part of a good all 
round education. There will be an opportunity for each pupil 
to deposit one cent or more each day of the school year. When 
the pupil wishes to deposit money he will go to the teacher, hand 
her the money and receive in exchange the value of his deposit 
in stamps which he will attach to the inside of the folder which 
will be furnished each pupil depositing. The teacher will also 
keep a record of the deposits and each week turn them over to 
the superintendent, who will deposit the same in the Medway 
Savings Bank in the name of the Walpole Public Schools. When 
a pupil has a deposit of two dollars the amount will be deducted 
from the general fund and a bank book, with the amount therein; 
will be issued to him and his account will draw interest. Every 
six months thereafter, what he may have deposited during that 
time will be taken from the general fund and added to his bank 
book. Money once deposited can be withdrawn only upon a 
personal request by the parent or guardian and through the 
superintendent. When a child leaves school he will be given the 
amount of his deposit in cash or his bank book. ‘Take care of 
the pennies and the dollars will take care of themselves is an old 
adage. Ifachild should begin to save his pennies when he 
enters school that he would otherwise spend for candies and 
baubles, he would have a bank account when he left school that 
would enable him to get a start in business. 


NEW BUILDINGS. 


Inasmuch as we need one more school room, an office for 
the superintendent of schools, and a teachers’ room here at the 
Center, and as more room is needed at the North and East, I 
would recommend that a four room building be erected here at 
the Center for the use of the primary grades, the present build- 
ing here be given for the grammar, grades, and the seventh grade 
from the North and the eighth grade from the East be transported 
here to the Center. This plan would relieve the pressure all 
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around, and one of the rooms in the present Center building 
could be converted into a teachers’ room and office for the 
superintendent. As it is now we have three over-crowded rooms 
and something must be done before the opening of another 
school year. We trust the town will not fail to do all that it can, 
not only to keep her schools up to that high standard of excel- 
lence and profieiency which they already have attained, but to 
keep that standard ever growing higher. 


REPAIRS. 


The school house at the East needs gutters and dry wells 
for taking care of the roof waters. The dry wells sunk here at 
the Center last summer are keeping the water out of the base- 
ment and are therefore protecting the foundation of the building, 
but the yard needs grading, walks of some kind laid from the 
street to the building, and the basement arranged for toilet rooms. 
For a moral reason, if for no other, this ought to be done at once. 


THE SCHOOL YEAR AND DAY. 


Concerning the length of the school year and its division 
into terms, it seems to me that the present school year is about 
right in length but that it would be better for all concerned if the 
year were divided into four terms of ten weeks each, with a vaca- 
tion of one week between each term and two days at Thanks- 
giving and Christmas. I think a school day of five hours is 
better than one of six hours, but whether we shall have one ses- 
sion or two may be an open question. It does seem to me though 
that if we are to have one session anywhere it should be in the 
primary school rather than in the high school. The one session 
plan in the high school was inaugurated with the understanding 
that one or two hours of the P. M. should be spent in home study 
by the pupils, but is that done in this town or any other? I 
wonder how the patrons of the schools feel in regard to the above 
questions. I would also like to know how they feel concerning 
a central high school for Walpole, Medfield, Norwood and 
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Foxboro. A better school with less expense for each town would 
be the result, if some satisfactory arrangement like that could be 
made. 

Through the kindness and generosity of Mrs. Charles Bird, 
Mr. Wilson L, Gill, the founder of the School City, came here 
and organized a School City in our high school early in Septem- 
ber, and we feel that a long step has been taken, educationally, 
in having this organization in our midst. The boy and girl who 
graduates from our high school hereafter will go out into the 
world with a practical knowledge of the duties and responsi- 
bilities of good citizenship. Yes, I believe it lies within the 
scope of the School City to completely reform our municipal 
governments. 


GIFTS. 


Personally and in behalf of the school committee, teachers 
and pupils, it gives me great pleasure to thank the Wednesday 
Club and the Woman’s Club for the many beautiful pictures they 
have so kindly presented the schools during the past year. These 
beautiful works of art cannot fail to exert an elevating influence 
upon those who are permitted to gaze upon them day after day 
and year after year, that will go on and on forever. 

Thanks are also due Mr. J. E. Plimpton and Mr. P. R. Allen 
for the lecture course given last winter for the benefit of the high 
school. By this means about one hundred dollars were secured 
to purchase much needed apparatus for the Jaboratories. About 
half of the amount has been expended and the balance is in the 
hands of the high school principal. 


RECEPTION. 


On Wednesday evening, December twelfth, nineteen hun- 
dred, the teachers and superintendent held a reception in the 
town hall, to which the parents of the pupils and the friends of 
the school were invited. The daily work of the pupils was ar- 
ranged on tables along either side of the hall, while the pictures, 
a recent gift of the Walpole Woman’s Club, were on exhibition 
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on the stage, in front. The reception was well attended, much 
to the gratification of those interested, and it has already been 
productive of much good. The object was to enable the 
parents, teachers, and superintendent to become better ac- 
quainted, to give the parents who are unable to visit the schools, 
an opportunity to observe and compare the work of their chil- 
dren with that of others, and to create a greater public interest 
in the schools which you so generously support. It was such a 
success that a similar one will be held in the near future, when 
we will endeavor to have the date better advertised. 

In the appendix will be found the reports of the principal of 
the high school and the supervisor of drawing, the teachers’ 
directory, the statistics taken from the school registers, etc.

APPENDIX. 
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Report of the Principal of the High School 


The year can be counted among the prosperous ones. 
Though we have not so many at the close of this year as we had 
at the opening, there is no occasion to think that the school is 
growing smaller. The going out of a large class and the coming 
in of a relatively small class have brought this about. There 
were in the school last year an abnormally large number. The 
number 100 will not be normal for our school for some time to 
come. The number 80 is really more normal; and thus our 
building, which seemed crowded last year and was the cause of 
anxious remark, is still ample and will be ample for some years. 

Next year will see no increase as we shall have lost our 
present large senior class. This class now numbers 23. Its 
history is interesting. It came into the school nearly 50 strong, 
the result of ‘“‘skipping-a-year” in the grammar grade. Though 
this pushing system has given to the school a class splendid in 
numbers and ability, it is a system of doubtful wisdom. That 
custom of rushing the brighter pupils into the high school at an 
early age is to be condemned. I much prefer freshmen of the 
age of 14 or 15. Though a boy or girl may be ready in school 
subjects, it does not follow he or she should enter then. I think 
parents would act wisely if they were to hold back some of these 
quick, nervous boys and girls until their physical and moral de- 
velopments are equal to their mental growth. The present sen- 
ior class has always been in the jeopardy of this non-equilibrium 
of mental and moral forces; a danger which had to be met at 
every point by those in charge. When we consider that our 
school is not primarily for the turning out of scholars (that being 
secondary) but for the turning out of citizens, the men and the 
women of our next generation of adult life, then we see the folly 
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of putting the scholarship first. We can not all be made into 
scholars; with God’s grace we may all become good, strong 
citizens. We have in the school this fine senior class, but at an 
expense which will not warrant the continuance of any system of 
hurry in the lower grades. 


The year has seen no improvement in the matter of daily 
attendance and punctuality. Teachers have labored on this to 
no apparent result. I appeal through you, sir, to the parents. 
Will each parent see that his child unless sick is at school every 
day on time?” Please see earlier reports concerning this subject. 


The custom of opening school at 8.30 was established in 
September. The majority of pupils like it. When the question 
‘“ Shall we open at 8.30 or 9 in the winter term?” was put to 
vote, 55 voted for 8.30, 18 for 9. The bearing of this earlier 
opening on the question of punctuality is interesting. As punct- 
uality has suffered only slightly from the earlier hour it shows 
conclusively that tardiness is a habit. 


The school-rooms since my last report have been enriched 
by several pictures. Early in the year the Wednesday Club of 
East Walpole presented to the school a fine large photograph of 
the Roman forum. This picture hangs in our classical room. 
The graduating class of 1900 continued the beautiful custom of 
presenting the school a picture and left a most excellent repre- 
sentation of Breton’s “Les glaneuses,” which may be found in 
room three. In this room also is the well selected Sistine 
Madonna, presented recently by our popular Woman’s Club. A 
few weeks ago the members of the school bought for the piano a 
bright new cover. These various gifts lend individuality to our 
school home. The thanks of teachers and pupils go out to all 
our benefactors. 


The year has been a remarkable one in some ways. It is 
with just pride and satisfaction that we can point to students in 
college who “fitted ” entirely in our Walpole High School. It 
has been clearly shown that boys and girls need no longer go 
elsewhere to be fitted for college. Our school can do it and will 
if the fathers and mothers wish it. 
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With equal pleasure have the teachers seen developing in 
the school in the last few weeks a keen sense of responsibility. 
Only once before have I seen the school in as good a state as at 
present. Trustworthiness is high in the ascendant ; and individ- 
ually and collectively, the school is possessed of a good spirit. 
Not so good that we shall not look for a better, but one that is 
especially gratifying to see. Many of the pupils will question 
this. ‘They will say it is not so. That they can see the opposite. 
Let us be wise and look deeper. There is always the best chance 
for improvement in a man when he sees his own meanness and 
assails it. Meanness of every form is now being assailed in our 
school, and we are growing better for the assault. 


When we look for the source of this apparent rapid growth 
in personal worth in the ranks of our school we can see only one 
sufficiently ample source. It must be our School City. 


Early in the fall Mr. Wilson L. Gill, originator of the 
““Schol City,” came to our school and explained at length the 
need of such a device, the nature of it and the looked-for results 
attendant upon its adoption. ‘The immediate result of Mr. Gill’s 
talk was our adoption of his plan; a school city being then and 
there organized under the direction of Mr. Gill. This visit oc- 
curred shortly before Mr. Gill went to Cuba at the invitation of 
General Wood and with the advice of President McKinley to 
establish the system in the Cuban schools. 


Mr. Gill expounded clearly the danger that will arise in the 
near future from our congested city life. The balance of power 
in our government, which at present lies in the country, will 
soon be in the cities. If the cities have clean governments then 
the country will be safe; if they are to be ruled by Tammany 
Halls then the country is on the verge of a great and imminent 
catastrophe. Consequently we need in our schools training in 
honest self-government. 


The school city is a device to afford pupils of our schools, 
the children of our nation, an opportunity to know and to ex- 
perience actual popular government before they pass the years 
when learning is easy. Formerly, and for the most part still, our 
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children were trained in despotism not democracy, in monarchy 
not republicanism. But our country is a country governed by 
the people. Why then should we as children be entirely subject 
in our schools to despotic and monarchic influence, rather than 
be allowed to think as children along the same lines we must 
follow as men and women? ‘The school city with its mayor, 
aldermen, policemen, judges, etc. offers to a school an opportunity 
to hold authority and to exercise a power otherwise dormant. 
Thus the governing faculty is given an early start. 


As to the benefits to be accrued from this device, it is to be 
hoped and reasonably to be expected that through a very general 
adoption of the school city by the schools of the country our 
actual city governments would soon improve. There are plenty 
of good men in New York City to-day who have no heart for the 
duties before them simply because they have never taken part 
in any city government and so feel unequal to the task. Such 
fears unfortunately do not trouble the man with the easy con- 
science. Had all the citizens of New York been carefully trained 
in citizenship in the schools of this country, New York (surely no 
one can deny it) would to-day be a clean city. In a school city, 
which is under the oversight of a teacher of high moral character, 
only right and true government, that free from bribery and cor- 
ruption, would prevail. Every school would thus be sending out 
hosts for future clean city government. 


We have our school city and invite inspection by parents and 
friends. Anyone visiting our judicial department during a ses- 
sion of court, our city council at one of its meetings, a ward cau- 
cus or the school on an election day, will surely be impressed by 
the appropriateness of the proceedings and convinced of the use- 
fulness of the school city. That indirectly our school city has 
resulted in our having a better school there is not the slightest 
doubt. ‘This alone is sufficient to commend the school city to 
every thoughtful person.

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Report of the Supervisor of Drawing. 


The aim and general plan of the work in drawing is similar 
to that of last year, which was explained quite fully in last year’s 
report. ‘I'he progress in the work has been great, owing in a 
large measure to the interest and enthusiasm of the teachers. I 
cannot say too much in praise of their work in drawing. The 
most noticeable improvement has been in the decorative work, 
which is far superior to that of any previous year. As was stated 
in the last report, we commenced studying design in a new way, 
giving more attention to the principles,—rhythm, symmetry and 
harmony. The pupils have gained a good understanding of these 
principles which they have applied to their work with great 
SUCCESS. 

They have also gained self-dependence. Instead of depend- 
ing entirely upon the teacher, they have learned to express their 
own thoughts upon the paper. They seem to take great interest 
in the work, and I think they thoroughly enjoy it. We have had 
paint boxes given us, which save a great deal of time and trouble. 
The work in the High School is carried on successfully by Miss 
Guild. Teachers’ meetings are held once a month at which the 
outlines for the work are explained, and the teachers learn to 
draw. 
I wish to express my appreciation of your very helpful 
interest in the work, and for your kindness in giving me the 
material I have asked for.
